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Council  selects  its  standing  committees 


Membership  of  its  standing  commit- 
tees occupied  almost  the  entire  attention 
of  the  Governing  Council  at  its  meeting 
on  July  20. 

Prof.  Harry  Eastman  moved  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Executive  Committee’s  re- 
commendation for  the  composition  of  the 
Academic  Affairs  Committee.  He  pro- 
posed to  change  the  numbers  of  non- 
Governing  Council  members  on  the  com- 
mittee from  10  to  14  by  adding  three 
more  members  of  the  teaching  staff  and 
one  more  student.  There  was  discussion 
of  whether  this  would  give  the  teaching 
staff  a majority  on  the  committee  (con- 
trary to  Council’s  decision  at  its  meeting 
on  July  13) . 

During  the  discussion,  the  Chairman, 
C.  Malim  Harding,  ruled  that  deans  are 
to  be  considered  to  be  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  for  committee  member- 
ship purposes,  but  that  Presidential  ap- 
pointees, even  if  they  teach,  are  not. 

The  amendment  was  lost  by  a vote  of 
19  to  15.

On  the  question  of  open  committee 
meetings,  the  Chairman  said  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  had  not  had  time  to  take 
up  this  matter.  Nor  had  there  been  time 
to  complete  consideration  of  the  By-laws 
and  Rules  of  Procedure.  However,  these 
were  submitted  to  Council  in  the  hope 
that  they  could  be  adopted  for  the  time 
being  and  be  subsequently  revised. 

There  was  some  disposition  on  the  part 
of  members  to  refer  them  back  or  to  try 
to  amend  them  piecemeal.  However, 
Council’s  final  decision  was  to  adopt 
them  and  ask  for  written  suggestions  for 
improvements  to  be  sent  in  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  subsequent  referral  to  Council. 

The  standing  committees  are  to  start 
work  immediately  and  the  Council  will 
hold  its  next  session  on  August  17  at 
4.30  p.m.  It  was  decided  to  hold  meet- 
ings again  on  August  31  and  on  Sep- 
tember 21. 


for  most  undergraduates,  but  when  com- 
bined with  the  OSAP  ceiling  hike  of 
$200  (from  $600  to  $800),  this  pro- 
duces an  effective  fee  increase  of  $300 
which  will  certainly  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  accessibility  to  university  edu- 
cation by  students  from  families  in  the 
lower  income  levels. 

“This  deliberate  government  policy  of 
effective  regressive  taxation  and  intense 
economic  disincentives  to  lower  income 
students  is  an  implementation  of  a re- 
port prepared  in  November  1971  by  the 
Secretariat  of  the  Ontario  Treasury 
Board  and  submitted  to  the  Policy  and 
Priorities  Board  of  the  Cabinet.  The  key 
section  of  the  report  states:  Limiting 
enrolment  will  mainly  affect  those  stu- 
dents entering  the  system  who  are  least 
employable  of  the  18-24  age  group.  In 
terms  of  the  1972-73  projection,  this 
will  reduce  the  freshman  intake  by 
16,000  and  may  result  in  a shift  to  part- 
time  education. 

“Please  note  that  the  SAC  has  not 
authorized  a fee  strike  of  any  type  for 
September  and  is  deliberately  keeping

Pan  American  Medical  Education 
conference  in  Toronto  Aug  28-30

all  options  open  for  January.  A decision 
on  possible  withholding  of  second  term 
installments  will  not  be  made  until  well 
into  the  school  year  when  all  students 
concerned  with  this  critical  issue  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
decision-making  process. 

“In  addition,  any  proposal  for  a spe- 
cific demonstration  or  for  a fee  strike  in 
January  must  be  brought  before  the 
Council  for  debate  and  thorough  discus- 
sion before  any  final  decision  is  taken.” 

The  SAC  motion  follows: 

“Whereas  the  $100  rise  in  fees  and 
the  increase  in  loan  ceilings  have  wor- 
sened an  already  inequitable  situation  in 
university  financing  and  accessibility,  be 
it  resolved  that 

“1)  The  SAC  recognises  the  need  for 
immediate  and  organized  action  in  oppo- 
sition to  those  moves; 

“2)  The  SAC  has  serious  doubts  about 
the  workability  of  a fees  strike  at  this 
time,  and  cannot  therefore  approve  the 
OFS/FEO  motion  calling  for  such  a 
strike; 

“3)  The  SAC  will  organize  a cam- 
paign encouraging  students  to  pay  only 
the  first  installment  of  tuition  and  inci- 
dental fees  at  the  time  of  registration; 

“4)  The  SAC  will  strike  and  finance 
a committee  composed  of  the  President, 
a Vice-President,  the  Education  Com- 
missioner, the  University  Commissioner, 
the  Finance  Commissioner,  and  four 
other  members  elected  by  the  Council 
to  conduct  a publicity  and  lobbying 
campaign  in  co-operation  with  OFS/ 
FEO;  to  raise  support  among  the  general 
public  of  Ontario  and  organizations 
within  the  community;  and  to  draft  tac- 
tics, which  may  include  large  scale  dem- 
onstrations or  a fees  strike  at  a later  date, 
for  approval  by  council. 

“5)  The  SAC  will  immediately  begin 
research  on  and  organization  around  al- 
ternative schemes  of  university  financing.

Medical  educators  from  18  North  and 
South  American  nations  are  expected  to 
attend  the  Fourth  Pan  American  Con- 
ference on  Medical  Education  in  To- 
ronto, Aug.  28-30.  They  are  members  of 
the  Pan  American  Federation  of  Associa- 
tions of  Medical  Schools  and  this  will  be 
their  first  meeting  in  Canada. 

The  object  of  the  conference  is  to 
bring  together  experts  in  the  field  of 
medical  education  to  facilitate  and  pro- 
mote collaboration  and  exchanges  of 
ideas  on  programs  of  physician  training 
and  on  future  directions  of  relevant 
research. 

The  main  theme  of  the  conference  is
